OPENINGS FOR BRITISH TRADE, 
BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence in India copies of a 
memorandum setting forth the need in India 
for special drying apparatus. It appears that 
in the rainy season certain industries in India suffer from the 


Special Drying 
Apparatus. 
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difficulty of drying their products or materials. The seriousness 
of the conditions to be reckoned with may be gathered from the 
fact that at times the air is saturated, or nearly so. It is im- 
practicable to employ high temperatures for the purpose of causing 
the air to absorb more moisture, as they produce chemical or 
physical changes in some of the substances to be dried. An 
example of this is furnished by the flour-milling industry. The 
tanning industry would also gain greatly by an apparatus that 
would dry the air during the monsoon period without reliance on 
condensation processes. Other industries that would benefit by 
such an apparatus are the sugar and ccpra industries. 

As affording some indication of the extent to which a field 
already exists in India for an apparatus of the nature indicated, it. 
may be added that there are 30 flour mills, 15 sugar factories, and 
5 tanneries, in which the respective industries are conducted on a. 
considerable scale. There are also other processes, such as wool- 
washing and the scrubbing of seed lac, to which an apparatus of 
the kind in question might not improbably be applied with 
advantage.

3. The working of the industry is to be carried on in accordance 
with such rules and regulations as the High Commissioner in 
Council may from time to time lay down, but generally speaking 
the Thames Conservancy Bye-laws (under the Petroleum Acts, 
1871 and 1879) will apply, subject to modifications to meet local 
conditions. 


4, No transit duty would be levied on petroleum imported from 
elsewhere and reshipped to foreign countries ; but a small wharf- 
age charge would be made. 

5. No import duty would be levied on tinplates imported for the 
manufacture of cans, provided that the manufacture was conducted 
in bond, and the cans not passed into the Island for local use, 

6. Machinery is admitted free of duty. 

7. The Customs duties on imports into the Island are regulated by 
Cyprus Law. The present duty on petroleum is 14 copper piastres 
(2d.) per gallon in barrels, and 1s. per case of 7 gallons,

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MARCH, 1909.* 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for March 1909, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1908, show decreases in the values of 
the Imports into the United Kingdom and of the Exports of British 
Produce and Manufactures, but an increase in the Exports of Foreign 
and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in March was 52,034,063/., a decrease 
of 81,3164., or 0°16 per cent., as compared with March, 1908, 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 39,444,992/., an increase of 
068,9771. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of 1,006,087/., or 3:06 per cent., as com- 
pared with March 1908, whilst there is an increase of 1,575,0641., 
or 26°4 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign aud Colonial Merchar- 


dise.

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V.—SHIPPING IN MARCH. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
March, 1909, amounted to 3,129,076 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,655,480 tons, as against 3,272,056 tons entered, and 
4,528,000 tons cleared during March, 1908. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during March, 
1909, amounted to 2,656,006 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,619,975 tons, as against 2,595,417 tons entered, and 2,523,924. 
tons cleared in March, 1908. 


VI—THREE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MARCH). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the three months ended March, 1909, amounted to 
8,820,107 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 12,979,088 tons, as 
against 9,172,974 tons entered and 13,113,545 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1908. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the three months 
ended March, 1909, amounted to 7,620,471 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 7,505,270 tons, as against 7,541,373 tons 
entered and 7,407,849 tons cleared during the corresponding period 
of 1908. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE SUDAN IN 19098. 


The following particulars of the foreign trade of the Sudan in 
1908 have been received from the British Vice-Consul at Port 
Sudan (Mr. B. W. Echlin) :— 

Staple articles and food-stuffs are the most important articles im - 
ported into the Sudan, for which the country exchanges gum, cotton, 
sesame, senna, &c, There has been a steady rise in the quantity 
of Manchester soft goods imported, consequent upon the freer circu- 
lation of money among the natives owing to their learning to work 
and earn wages, which they are beginning to spend on luxuries. 
The total value of cotton goods of all kinds imported into 
the Sudan vid Suakin amounted to £65,000, of which 
£E45,000 came from India, the remainder from the United 
Kingdom. Ofthese so-called Indian piece-goods, a large proportion 
was of foreign manufacture and was transhipped at Aden for the 
supply of the Red Sea Ports. The principal items in this category 
were (a) brown sheetings or grey calicoes made in the United States 
of America, and valued at £E11,000, an exceptionally low figure, 
probably caused by stringency of the money market during the 
early part of the year, when goods were sold for cash at almost 
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any price ; and (b) cotton hosiery and underwear, which, though 
nominally from India, are really Japanese, valued at about 
£E1,000; a very few parcels also came from Germany. Another 
class of soft goods coming nominally from India, but of 
which, perhaps, only half is made there, is technically known 
in the United Kingdom as grey dhooties, with silk borders 
about 2 inches deep. These are fine cotton wraps or shawls used 
by the native women, and are sold in pieces about 7 or 8 yards 
long at about 10s. per piece. Roughly £E 3,000 worth entered 
Suakin during the year. 

It should be noted that, as a general rule, small bales capable of 
camel transport are sent to Suakin, which is a market; while 
at Port Sudan, which is not a market, the large Manchester bales 
are generally met with, as they go forward by train to Khartoum 
for the inland centres. 

During the year 415,000 kilogs. of Manchester cotton goods, to 
the value of £E 46,000, were imported v4 Port Sudan ; this added 

to the £E 20,000 at Suakin makes a total of £E 66,000. 

The largest items imported from the five chief countries of 
supply were cotton fabrics from the United Kingdom, iron ware 
from Germany, sugar from Austria-Hungary, liquors and liqueurs 
from France, and wines from Italy. 

The share of the United Kingdom in the whole trade with the 
Sudan amounts to nearly 60 per cent. 

It should be borne in mind that the above figures deal only with 
direct dutiable imports, and do not include goods imported vid 
Egypt, which are duty-free in the Sudan, having already passed 
through the Egyptian customs. 

The total value of imports, including goods wid Egypt, for 1908 
for the whole Sudan amounted to 1,097,000/.E., while the exports 
were valued at roughly half a million. I[t should be noted that all 
the amounts above stated exclude Government cargo. 

Mr. Echlin remarks: ‘‘ Of course, these figures appear small and 
unimportant if compared with those of other countries, but it must 
be remembered that the Sudan was a few years ago not only an 
unknown country, but was in a state bordering on savagery, 
devastated by internal warfare, and possessed neither industries nor 
cultivation, and was altogether in as hopeless a condition as a 
country could be, while to-day the foregoing facts and figures 
speak for themselves and point towards greater things to come.” 
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VLADIVOSTOK AND THE MARITIME PROVINCE. 


The following particulars have been furnished by II.M. Vice- 
Consul at Vladivostok (Mr. RK. M. Hodgson) regarding Vladivostok 
and the Maritime Province :— 

The Maritime Province, of which Vladivostok is the capital, 
occupies the eastern coast of Asiatic Russia, extending from the 
Corean frontier to the Arctic Ocean, its western boundary being 
formed by Manchuria and by the Amur and Yakutsk Provinces. 
Its area is approximately 744,000 square miles, and its width 
varies from 40 miles along the shore of the Okhotsk Sea to 700 
miles in Kamchatka, the coast line having a length of some 
8,000 miles. It is, however, shortly to be considerably curtailed 
by the creation of a separate Kamchatka Government with 
Petropavlovsk as capital. Of the whole area only 42,526 square 
miles are utilised, and four-fifths of this belongs to the Ussuri Cos- 
sacks. The population on the Ist January, 1908 was estimated at 
028,425, of whom 193,783 were inhabitants of towns. 

Agriculture is the principal industry in the southern part of the 
province, being mainly developed in the South Ussuri district and 
the territory of the Ussuri Cossacks. In the Uda and Khabarovsk 
districts the agricultural industry is insignificant, and in the 
Petropavlovsk district it is confined to the growth of a little barley 
and potatoes and vegetables. In the other northern districts it 
may be said to be non-existent. 

Fishing is practised along all the coasts and in most of the 
rivers, though more particularly in the Amur, while the fur trade 
is spread over the whole of the northern region, the native tribes 
(Gillyaks, Arachons and Tunguz) still using furs, skins and 
whalebone as the medium for the payment of their taxes to the 
Russian Government. 3 

The mineral resources of the province are undoubtedly great, and 
are capable of very much greater development than has heen 
attained up to now. At the present time, gold, coal, iron and zinc 
are all worked, while deposits of copper, lead, marble, silver, rock 
crystal, platinum, and manganese are known to exist. The country 
is much handicapped by the shortness of the working season for 
mining operations, by the absence or insufficiency of means of 
communication, and by the scarcity of the population and 
consequent difficulty of* obtaining satisfactory labour. It is, 
moreover, unquestionable that the ignorance of local conditions 
and the apprehension with which the word Siberia—generally, 
though incorrectly, applied to this part of Asiatic Russia—is 
invested, have operated unfavourably on the development of the 
country, at all events as far as the introduction of foreign capital 
for mining enterprise is concerned. 

Besides minerals, the province is rich in lumber, and this can 
hardly fail to be in the near future a source of considerable profit. 
The timber industry is as yet in its infancy, but it is now 
being organised with a view to export, and, as far as soft woods are 
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concerned, must soon take an important place in the Far Kast. 
Shipments have already been made to Australia. 

Manufactures hardly exist in the province as yet, and cannot 
become of any real importance until the popuiation has largely 
increased and capital been introduced. Flour is the only article 
manufactured at present in any quantity. There are now 831 flour 
mills of various kinds at work in the province, 83 of them being 
worked by steam. Under present conditions, however, millers 
are unable to compete with American flonr, which is sold on the 
local market in considerable quantities at very low prices. Saw- 
mills, brick works, breweries, and a cement factory practically ex- 
haust the list of manufactories, though matches, candles and glass 
are also made. 

The town of Vladivostok, founded in 1860, rapidly assumed im- 
portance, the population, which in 1863 was only 316, rising to 
3,000 in 1875, 30,350 in 1902 and 66,570 in 1906. At the begin- 
ing of 1908 the population was officially estimated at 79,699, ex- 
clusive of troops. There is, however, no doubt that this number 
falls very considerably short of the actual figure, which, there is 
good reason for believing, is not less than 130,000. Some 30 to - 
40 per cent. of this number are Chinese, while there are about 
2,000 Japanese residents and about the same number of foreigners 
of European nationalities. 

‘he town is peculiarly favoured by nature, being situated on what 
is certainly one of the finest natural harbours in the world. It 
is built along the northern shore of the bay known as the “ Golden 
Horn” and extends across a narrow peninsula to the Amur Bay. 
As a range of hills rises almost immediately from the shore of the 
“Golden Horn,” the town has of necessity extended in length and 
not in breadth, and is indeed practically formed by one long street 
stretching from the eastern end of the “Golden Horn” to the 
Amur Bay, a distance of about five miles. 

Referring to the recent decision that Vladivostok is no longer to 
be a free port (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 25th February, 
pp. 381-2, and of 11th March, p. 479) the Vice-Consul writes :— 

Primarily, Vladivostok is a military and strategic centre, and 
from this point of view the tendency is rather to increase than to 
decrease its importance. ‘The commercial prosperity of this town 
is, after all, really, dependent, not upon the development of the 
transit trade, which will be chiefly affected by the closing of 
the port, but upon the money expended on the up-keep of the 
garrison and the fleet and on the construction of military works. 
Since the war nothing or next to nothing has been spent here 
for military purposes. ‘The consequence has been that Vladivostok 
has for the last two years been passing through a prolonged and 
very acute financial crisis from which it has not yet emerged. A 


sum of 54,000,000 roubles (5,700,000L.) is to be expended within 
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.the next three years by the Government in strengthening the forti- 
fications and building barracks and officers’ quarters, and it is 
anticipated that this will result in a certain revival of commercial 
prosperity. 

The connections uniting Vladivostok with other Far Eastern 
centres are fairly good. The Russian Volunteer Fleet has a weekly 
service to Tsuruga for passengers to Japan, and a weekly sailing to 
Shanghai vid Nagasaki. There is also a Japanese steamer running 
every week to ‘I'suruga. The connection with Nikolaievsk and the Y 
Kamchatkan ports is ensured during the navigation season by fairly 
frequent sailings of the Volunteer Fleet, which have also regular 
sailings with their own steamers to and from Odessa. These 
will be more frequent after the closing of the free port. 


Vladivostok is also the terminus of two railways, the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, being the continuation of the Great Siberian line, 
and the Ussuri Railway, which goes as far as Khabarovsk. Until 
quite recently the through passenger traffic to China and Japan all 
went vid Vladivostok, but within the last few months the Japanese 
. have organised comfortable travelling on the South Manchurian 
Railway, with the result that passengers for China are now leaving 
the Siberian express at Kharbin and proceeding vid Newchwang 
and Dalny (Dairen). ‘There is, however, every reason to believe 
that the construction of the new Amur Railway from Sretensk 
to Khabarovsk will continue to be pushed forward as fast as 
possible. 

The bulk of the foreign European population here is German ; 
the number of residents of British nationality is small, not 
being more than seventy in all. Of these about forty are natives 
of India, mostly Sikhs, who have come up from Shanghai or Hong- 
kong on account of the high wages paid here for watchmen. 
Commercially speaking, the town is practically a German one. 
Not only the wholesale but also the retail business is in German 
hands, and there is, indeed, only one Russian firm of real importance ; 
the closing of the free port will, however, naturally have the effect 
of cutting short the present supply of cheap German goods. 

With regard to the development of the natural resources of 
the region, Great Britain has certainly most important interests 
at stake, and there appears to be a likelihood of these interests 
extending. The two most important timber concessions are in 
British hands, and there are several British gold-mining companies 
a* work. 
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TRADE AT NEWCHWANG IN 1908. 


The Acting British Consul at Newchwang (Mr. R. T. Tebbit) 
reports with regard to the trade of that port that the surplus stocks 
accumulated in 1905 have been cleared, and the demand for foreign 
goods has risen to the average. With the experience gained from 
the unsuccessful speculations after the war, the future demands are 
sure to be steady, with a tendency to slow but healthy expansion. 

The statistics show that the increase of foreign imports from 
1,720,4251. in 1907 to 2,020,231/. in 1908 is spread over all the 
main staples, the chief gain being in cotton goods. 

Cotton goods.—The total value of the cotton goods imported in 
1908 was 1,124,744l., an increase of 365,864/. over 1907 and of 
115,653/. over 1906. The British imports showed some improve- 
ment, especially in shirtings and jeans. Imports of Japanese 
cotton yarn rose to 86,5511., competing seriously with the Bombay 
yarn, which was valued at 215,573. 

Metals.—The import of metals was 109,229/., almost the same as 
in i907. The main items were copper, 11,1741, iron pipes and 
tubes (from Japan, for the local Japanese Waterworks Company) 
25,8111., and galvanised iron sheets, 9,501. 

Flour.—Vhere was a considerable falling-off in the import of 
foreign flour, which all came from America, the figures being 
188,377/. in 1907 and 77,603/. in 1908. The up-country demand 
did not reach expectations, and the influerce of the competing 
Manchurian flour is being felt. Some of the large Manchurian 
mills in Japanese hands are pushing the native product in the south, 
and the Russian mills around Harbin are doing the same in the 
north of Manchuria. The Chinese embargo on the export of cereals 
from Manchuria having been removed during the year, some of this 
Manchurian wheat is even being exported to Japan, so that in the 
near future all importation of ordinary grades of flour is sure to 
cease. 

Kerosene.—The imports of kerosene from America increased from 
4,452,195 gallons in 1907 to 5,773,651 gallons in 1908, and that 
from Sumatra increased from 417,000 gallons in 1907 to 1,485,136 
gallons in 1908. The latter oil is imported in bulk and tinned 
locally. In spite of these increases, there have also been imports 
of Russian oil from the north: the inference is that the Chinese 
are using kerosene increasingly, and with that, of course, cheap 
foreign lamps. 

Sugar.—Of the other items of foreign imports, the chief was 
sugar, amounting to 199,781 cwts. in 1907 and 224,532 cwts. in 
1908. In addition to this foreign sugar, mostly from Hong-Kong 
and Japan, there was also an import of Chinese sugar amounting 
to 57,576 ewts. in 1907 and to 65,714 cwts. in 1908. The latter is 
less refined than the foreign grades. Competition is active between 
Hong-Kong and Japan, and it may possibly be further stimulated 
in the near future by beet sugar to be produced in the north of 
Manchuria, where experimental farms are testing its possibilities.

Trade at Newchwang in 1908. 








The imports of native products into Newchwang amounted in 
1908 to 1,749,212/., as compared with 1,784,7931. in 1907. 

Nankeens.—In spite of the competition of Japanese imitation 
nankeens, the imports of native nankeens have risen in value from 
483,2801. in 1907 to 655,943/. in 1908, a sign of easier financial 
conditions. 

Chinese sheetings.—An interesting item is the import of 35,861 
pieces of Chinese sheeting, the product of the Shanghai mills, 
which may in the future compete seriously with the foreign article. 

Iron pans.—Another large item is that of iron pans, amounting 
in 1907 to 158,350/. and in 1908 to 67,5937. Most of these are 
used on the native brick beds for heating water. 

The exports during 1908 amounted to 3,319,576/., exceeding the 
1907 figures by 436,133/. An analysis shows that the sterling 
values are misleading, owing to the fall in exchange. The quan- 
tities, on the other hand, show a substantial increase over the 1907 
figures. The climatic conditions during the year were ideal, and 
the industrious native was rewarded with a record crop. 

Bean cake.—Beans and their products—bean cake and bean oil 
—were very plentiful and the export brisk. The quantities of bean 
cake exported rose from 4,453,380 cwts. in 1907 to 5,594,678 cwts. 
in 1908. Of this quantity Japan took 4,403,723 cwts., or about 
78 per cent.—about the same proportion as in 1906 and 1907—in 
spite of the increasing export from Tairen to Japan. 

Beans.—A new venture has been the export of beans during the 
winter of 1908-9 from Tairen to the United Kingdom, presumably 
to be used as food for cattle. Hitherto, experimental shipments of 
beans from Newchwang have failed, as the beans fermented on the 
way ; this might have been due to the beans being made wet com- 
ing down the river, either accidentally or purposely in order to 
increase the weight. The beans in Tairen, on the other hand, as 
they come down by rail, arrive dry and are shipped dry, and the 
success of the venture may be due to this fact. 

There are, however, rumours that, as soon as the river opens 
again, shipments will also be made from Newchwang. That there 
are enough beans for both ports is evidenced by the fact that 
the South Manchurian Railway during the last winter carried 
daily about 6,000 tons, and yet there were huge accumulations at 
every station.

CHINA, 


The Acting British Consul at Newchwang (Mr. R. T. Tebbit) 
reports that since the opening of Chinese 


a hag Customs houses on the Russian frontiers of 
hor hae Manchuria in February, 1908, every highway 


of trade into Manchuria has its Customs barrier, 
and Newchwang, for the first time for many years, is on an equal 
footing with every other Manchurian port. As the days of her 
monopoly of trade are over, Newchwang will have to rely on any 
further advantages she may possess to attract trade. The 
natural advantages of geographical position on a magnificent 
river are, however, gradually being lost. The Liao River, through 
neglect, is gradually silting up and is killing the once enormous 
boat traffic—the mainstay of the port—as it is impossible, 
except during unusually wet seasons, to obtain four feet of water 
throughout from '‘l'iehling to Newchwang. Moreover, some 
16 years ago, the Chinese cut a canal about 50 miles up river, thus 
diverting some of the Liao water to the sea. In the course of time 
erosion increased the outlet, and now 55 per cent. of the Liao 
River flows out that way. If nothing is done, Newchwang may 
some day be high and dry beyond the reach of ships. The 
Chinese Government is awakening to the dangers of the position, 
but it is hampered by want of funds and of experience. The 
home producer will not be affected by any such change until 
the cessation of river competition causes a rise in railway rates. 

To have a river port of its own, the Manchurian Government is 
searching for an ice-free spot along the coast, and hopes to find one 
at a place called Lien Shan Wan near Shan Hai Kuan, within 
easy reach of the Chinese railway.

NORWAY. 


The British Vice-Consul at Bergen (Mr. E. F. Gray) has forwarded 
a translation of an article in the “Trondhjem 
Adresseavis” on Swedish mining operations in 
North Norway, from which it appears that a 
company, which had large trial workings in the Ripper Fjord, 
Nordreisen, Ofoten, &c., as also others with mines at Bjarké and 
Meléver, have reduced work to a minimum, while at Kaafjord, 
Badderen and Vaddasgaisa work has been entirely stopped; at 
Kaafjord everything is to be wound up by the autumn.

Credit) —which, after due enquiry, will finance Russian municipalities 
in need of loans for public works and improvements, against the 
available assets of the towns concerned. ‘The institution will 
be governed by representatives of the municipalities concerned, 
and the bonds issued by it will be covered by the revenues, capital 
and real estate of the towns borrowing money. The Bank will 
only conclude loans authorised by the Government. 

The main features relative to the establishment and work of 
this central institution, states Mr. Cooke, will be as follows :— 

(1) The Bank of Public Credit is to ha instituted by the Moscow 
Municipal Administration; (2) the aim of the Bank is to 
assist towns to obtain long-term credit; (3) the bank will 
manage town loans authorised by existing regulations; (4) by 
amalgamating the authorised loans of different towns, the Bank 
will, in its own name, issue bonds for the total amount, on condi- 
tions approved by the Minister of Finance; (5) the bonds of the 
Bank will enjoy preferences, bringing them on a level, as far as 
possible, with State securities; (6) fixed deductions will be made 
in favour of the Bank from ‘the amounts of realised loans; ) 
punctual payment of interest and amortisation on bonds issued 
the Bank will be secured, according to the existing order, by all 
the revenue, capital and real estate of each town, in proportion to its 
debt to the Bank, and, in addition, by the capital of the Bank ; 
(8) the towns, through their elected representatives, will be mem- 
bers of the Bank; (9) the opening of credit to towns and their 
election to membership will be effected by a body, to be authorised 
so to act by a general meeting of members; (10) the affairs of the 
Bank will be managed by a general meeting of members and by a 
Board of Directors elected by the same ; (11) it is proposed in the 
future, when the Bank’s capital attains ‘definite dimensions, to in- 
clude a its functions the issue of short-term loans to towns, and, 
in general, to widen the Bank’s operations.

The plan met 
with general approval, and in order to attain more fully the 
purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. Other 
British firms desiring to have their names entered on this Register 
should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
a form of application, copies of which may be obtained at the 
offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
* Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal.

Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
E.C., where specimens of every description of South Australian 
produce are now displayed. This Department will supply, free 
of cost, full information regarding the exports from South 
Australia of all sorts of produce. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., &c. 

Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General. The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of Natal 
produce are on view.
